during the long wars in the reigns of our 
i... William and Q. Anne, prevented their 
being of any very mifchievousconfequence 
to our Turky trade, till after the fatal 
treaty of Utrecht.

W Fegulations in trade, even when they 
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do not appear to be of any dangerous con- 
fequence ; but when, upon the face of the 
regulation propofed, it appears to be ‘es 
ject Co great incunveniencies, which, 

my opinion, is the cafe at prefent, 
be madnefs to agree to it. 

Thefe inconveniencies, my Lords, have 
been fully explained by the council and 
witnefles againit the bill; bur, Jett foine 
of your Lordfhips may have forgot, or may 
not have fo clofely attended to what was 
faid by them, I thall beg leave to repeat 
fome part of what they faid, aud to add 
fome obiervations of my own. In order 
to thew how inconveniencies may proba- 
bly arife from what is propoled by this 
bill, T mult begin with giving your Lord- 
a fhort hiitory of our trade, 
and an account of the nature of the Orro- 
man government and people. As to their 
government, your Lordthipsall know, thac 
the Ottoman government is cne of the 
mott abfolute and arbi trary under the fun. 
They have indeed a fort of laws eftablith- 
ed among them, which they pretend to 
obferve, and to caule to be oblerved be- 
tween man and man: but then there is no 
country in the world where the judges are 
more vernal than in Tarky; aed where 
the judge is venal, the experience of our 
own !aws muy Convince us, how eaty it is 
to find a pretence for opprefling the inno- 
cent or {creening the guilty. ‘Then as to 
the people, they are a mixture of Turks, 
Jews, and Chriftians of all denomivations. 
‘The Turks, who have the government en- 
tirely in their hands, are proud, haughty, 
and ignorant; and have the utmoit con- 
tempt both for Jews and Chriftians, bu 
efpecially the former. They are natural- 
ly infolent and feditious ; and this, with 
the defpotick form of their government, 
renders every part of their country ex- 
tremely liable to mobe and infurrections. 
In fuch a country, and among fuch a peo- 
ple, it was foreicen, that it would not be 
eafy to Carry on any trace, tf our factors, 
and fuch of our people as fetded there on 
account of trade, remained fubjeet to their 
laws, or under the jurifCiétion of their 
judges and it was likewile foreieen, that 
our trade would be very precarious, if it 
remained fubyect to fuch duties, impolls,

Lords, was this. As low people have

dom agree, it was foreleen, that, if any of 
our mechanicks or fliopkeepers thould fet- 
tle in Turky, and claim the privilege of 
Englith fubjects, their bufinels would in- 
terfere with that of the meaner iort of na- 
tives ; which would of courfe produce con- 
tctts, and thofe conteits would not only oc- 
cafion continual difcuffions with the Orto- 
man court, but might fometimes expofe all 
the Englith fertled in Turky to the fury 
and refentment of the populace. 

Thefe things, I tay, my Lords, were 
foreicen before granting the fisit charter, 
and care was taken to guard again every 
one of them. An Ambaffador was to be 
kept at C Yonftantinople, Confuls were to 
be the 5amaage and maintained at all the 

hief places of trade, and a treaty of com- 
merce was to be obiained from the Otto- 
man Porte. All this was to be cone, and 
ail has been done at the company’s ex- 
peace. <A treaty, or capitudations, as they

{pect to excluiive companies, or as 
trade with a joint fiock, there might be 
fome foundation for this outery. Now, 
my Lords, if I can thew, that the ‘Turky 
company, by their charter and by-laws, 
are as much an exclufive company as any 
trading company in England, it muft be 
allowed, that the outcry againil that com- 
pany is as wel! founded as againit any o- 
ther. Tuatthe Tarky company is anex- 
clufive company, is indeed fo plain, that I 
am furprifed to hear it doubted or denied 
by any one who has ever read their char- 
ter and by-laws. Py their very charter 
no man is to trade to, or fettle as a trader 
in Turky, unleis he be free of that compa- 
ny; and by the fame charter none but 
mere merchants are to be admitted. Does 
not this at once give an exclution to all 
our tradefmen, brokers, and fhopkeepers ? 
many of whom might otherwife go over 
and fettle in fome of the great trading 
towns in Turky, and might be of great 
ufe in promoting the fale of our manu- 
falures inthat country. So far therefore 
this company matt be cuiled an exclufive 
company, even by their charter; but, by 
the by laws they have made, they have 
extended the exclufion much farther. ‘They 
have, in effeét, excluded every one who ts 
not a manager, or a friend to the mana- 
gers of the company. "Tis true, they 
cannot refufe admittance to any mere mer- 
chant who is willing to pay the fine, and 
fubmit to the by laws of the company ¢ 
but, after a merchant is admitted, he can- 
not by thefe by laws carry on any trade, 
unlefs he be inclofe combination with the 
managers and direftors of the company 5 
becaute he cannot fend cut any goods but 
in the company’s general fhips, and he can 
know nothing of the time when thefe 
fhips are to depart, or of the quantity of 
goods he may be allowed to fhip on board: 
confequently, no member of the company 
can Carry on any trace, uniefs he bem the 
fecret, that is to fay, in combination with 
the managers of the company: by which 
means the m inagers of this company have, 
for many years, monopolized the whole 
trade to themfelves and their friends; a 
this monopoly, my Lords, the true ca 
of the decay of our Turky trade, and 
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the eftablithment and improvement of that 
of the French. 
My Lords, in any branch of trade where 
we have no rival, we may preferve the 
trade, even tho’ we have granted a mono- 
poly of it to fome company or fome per- 
fons amongitt ourfelves ; butas foon as we 
begin to be rivalled by other nations in 
any branch of trade, we muft expect to 
be beat out of it, if we do not immediate- 
ly defiroy the monopoly, and open the 
trade to all onr own people: nay, this of 
a monopoly may very probably be the 
caute of our being rivalled by foreign na- 
tions, who would never otherwife have 
thought of interfering with us in the trade. 
Mcnopolizers will always make great pro- 
fits, both upon what they buy and what 
they icill. ‘This is the true caufe of the 
cecay of our ‘Turky trade. ‘he mana- 
gers of the company having, by their 
power over general fhips, and by their law 
for preventing goods being fent in any 
other, got a monopoly of the trade to 
themielves and their friends, they fold the 
Englith manufactures at fo high a price in 
‘Turky, that the French were tempted to 
undertake the trade, and enabled to un- 
cerfell them at all the Turky markets ; 
and, at the fame time, they fold the Tur- 
ky commodities they imported, at fo high 
a price, that they at laft put anend to the 
confumption of them here, as well as to 
their being re-exported to any foreign 
market, or wrought up in any of our 
home manufactures. When we confider 
this, my Lords, we need not wonder at 
their being able to prove, that the mar- 
kets were always fufliciently fupplied, or 
that fome part of the old tlock was fiill 
remaining upon hand when the new fhips 
arrived. ‘his, I believe, was literally 
truc ; becaufe they alwavs held the com- 
miodities they dealt in at fo high a price, 
that no man would purchafe any of them, 
at he could poflibly cdo without them:

Is not then their fuing for fuch a law, 
and much more their petting fuch a law 
actually pafied, a demonitrative proof, that 
they ir fait having animmoderate pro- 
fit by the fale of every thing they import 
from ‘Turky ? My Lords, it 1s fuch aplain 
proof of the ‘lurky company’s having a 
monopoly, and of their making the worft 
ufe of that monopoly, that | am furpri- 
fed how the legiilature came to be fo 
much impofed on; I am furprifed thae 
their applying for fuch a law did not 
open the eyes of every member, fo as to 
make him ice the true intereft of his coun- 
try: and my furprife would be much great- 
er, if I did not know what influence the 
parliament was then under; for I mul 
obterve, that the famous South Sea fcheme 
was approved of and eftablithed by the 
very fame feffion of parliament. If the 
members of that parliament had been all 
impartial and unbiafled, they muit have 
feen, thatthe Turky company cetired fuch 
a law, for no other reafon but to enable 
them to continue the monopoly they had 
acquired, and to make {uch an ufe of it as 
was evidently repugnant to the trae mnter- 
eft of their country. It is, "tis true, the 
intereft of every private merchant, to fell 
both nis imports and exports at as hiph a 
price as be can, even tho’ he ihould gnere- 
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the Gemand; but it ts the intereit of the 
nation, to oblige every merchant to fell 
both his imports and exports at as low a 
price as poflible; efpecially when his ex- 
ports confitt chiefly in our manufactures, 
and his im ports in fuach commodities as are 
uieful in working up teveral of our manu- 
factures; which is the cafe of the Turky 
trade: and as there is no way of obliging 
a merchant to fell as cheap as poflible, but 
by giving him as many home rivals in the 
trade as we can, therefore we ought to 
endeavour, as much as we can, to lay e- 
very branch of our trade open to all his 
Majeity’s fubjects: at leatt, we ought to 
take care to prevent any monopoly, or 
combination that may tend towards a mo- 
nopoly ; for fuch monopolies or combina- 
tions always tend to cramp our trade, e- 
ven in thole branches where we can have 
290 foreign rival; and in thofe branches 
Where foreigners may interfere with us, 
they will certainly ruin the trade, and

this is what has made the French Turky 
trade tlourith ; this is what made the ufe 
of mohair-yarn fo expenfive, as to induce 
our people to alter the fafhion, and at the 
fame time difabled ourmanutacturers from 
working it up in filk and hair tlutts 3 and 
this is what made the Sherbaffe filk, and 
other products of the Northern parts of 
Perfia, find their way here thro’ Ruflia, and 
thofe of the Southern parts round the cape 
of Good Hope; for, if the ‘TVarky com. 
pany would havecontented themfelves with 
a moderate proht upon their fales, no al- 
teration that has lately happened in the 
affairs of Afia, could have produced any 
great and durable effect to the prejudice 
of their trade, nor could the French have 
ever introduced their manufactures into 
that country. 

For this reafon, my Lords, | am for ce- 
molifhing both thele rettraints. ‘That e- 
ftabliihed by the by-jaw relating to gene- 
ral fhips, is evidently inconiiltent with a- 
ny fort of free trade; and that e#tablifthed 
by the charter relating to mere merchants, 
I can fee no occafion for. Betides, it has 
farnifhed, and will furnifhi the company 
with a pretence for retufing the freedom of 
the company to any one who happens not 
to be agreeable to the managers ; efpeci- 
ally if they apprehend him to be fuch an 
one as will not join with them on a com- 
bination to monopolize the trade, and 
make extravagant pronts by their fales 3 
which to me feems to be the only reaton 
why they refuled the freedom of their com- 
pany toa Gentleman who lately defired 
it, and was willing to pay the fine, and 
fubmit to their by-laws, fo far as they 
were reatonablie, ‘or authorifed by thei 
charter. ‘[hete reftraints mutt therefore 
be both demolithed, if you are retulved to 
reitore or preferve the trade; and what 
1S propofed by this bill, is not only pro- 
per, but the only etfectual regulation that 
can be made for this purpote. 

What remains now, my Lords, is, to 
fhew, that the demolithing of thete re- 
firaints, and laying the trade as open as 1s 
confiitent with its being kept under the 
government of a company, can be atiend- 
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ed with no real danger or inconven:ence. 
One of thofe dangers that have been fug- 
geiied, | have already thewn to be chime- 
sical; 1 mean, that of allowing low peo- 
ple to go over and fettle in ‘Turky, and 
for that end making them tree of the coms 
pany; but the great objection, I find, is 
that of allowing the Jews, efpecially the 
meaner fort of them, to be made free of 
this company, and to go over and fettle in 
"Lurky asiubjects of G. Britain. ‘This, ’tis 
faid, will either enurely dettroy our ‘Tur- 
ky trade, or throw it entirely into the 
hands ot the Jews. ‘The danger of our 
trade’s being thereby entirely deftroyed, 
will arile, faid, from the difputes that 
will be occafioned with the ‘Turkifh ma- 
g.itrates, Who will never be able to dittin- 
guith between British and Turkith Jews ; 
and from the indignation that will be rat- 
feu in the peopic, at teeing Jews, whom 
they to much cc{pife, enjoying greater 
prvicges than themielves. As to the dif- 
pores with the Purkith magittrates, and 
their not being able to ciitinguifh between 
Brith Jews and native Jews; we know 
from experience, that the Jews are as quiet 
and well behaved as any other fet of peo- 
ple whatever; and | can fee no reafon 
why the Purkith magiftrates may not dif- 
tinguilh as plainly between Britith and na- 
tive Jews, as they now do between Britith 
and native Chriliiins, efpecially thofe of 
the Roman Catholick religion. ‘he dif- 
tinction will be upon record, and will foon 
be known by every one they have any 
dealings with; fo that this can occafion 
no realonable difpute with any ‘Turkith 
magitirates; and unreafonable difputes 
may as probably arife about Britifh Chri- 
flians as about Brith Jews. 

‘Then, my Lords, as to the indignation 
which it 1s fuppoted will arie, inthe Turk- 
ih people, at teeing Jews, whom they fo 
much detpite, enjoying greater privileges 
than themfelves: itis true, the Britith 
fubjects in Turky enjoy fome very great 
privileges with refpect to trade; but it 
has never been found, that the enjoyment 
of thole privileges raited any troublefome 
Indignationamong the'Turks; becaufe, in 
many cates, they experience the utility of 
having tected among them:

for the time being, and fubje® to the bys 
laws and regulations of the faid compa- 
ny. By thete words, both the compae 
ny, and the refpective Conful, as well as 
our Ambaflador, are vetted with as ample 
powers as they are now intitled to, for pre- 
venting a fhip’s failing from any infected 
place, and hkewile for preventing the na- 
tion’s privileges from being given up, in 
any one point, by private men, for their 
own immediate conveniency. 

I hope, my Lords, I have now clearly 
fhewn, that our ‘T urky company is as 
much, nay more an exclufive company, 
than any trading company in England ; 
that by means of this exclufive privilege, 
which the managers of the company have 
ulurped contrary to the {pirit and meanin 
ot their charter, they have eftablifhed in 
themfelves and friends a monopoly of the 
‘Turky trade; that by virtue of this mo- 
nopoly they have kept the ng hth go0cs 
in Turky, and the ‘lurky goods in Eng- 
land, at an extravapant high price ; that 
their doing fo has been the ruin of our 
‘Turky trade, and the cftablifhment of that 
of the French; that this bill ts the moft 
proper and the only method for demolifh- 
ing the monopoly which the managers of 
our ‘T'urky company have ulurped, and 
confequently the moit proper method we 
can take, for recovering the trade; avd, 
laitly, that this bill, if pafied into a law, 
can be attended with no real Canger or in- 
convenience. ‘This being the cafe, it 
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no way material, whether we have had 
any petitions prefented to us in its favour. 
As the bill came up from the other houfe, 
fuch petjtions would, in my opinion, have 
been improper. We know that many pe- 
titions were prefented in its favour to the 


prefented againit it, except that from the 
company. [here was indeed one broupht 
up againit it from the city of Norwich ; 
but came too late to be prefented to the 
other houfe, and was probably obtained 
by folicitation, as a counterpuile to a pe- 
tition prefented in its favour from many 
of the manufacturers of that city. As to 
the company’s petition againtt the bill, I 
think itis a rong argument in its favour, 
and a proof that it wili deftroy the mono- 
poly which the managers of that company 
have uturped. And as to the petition 
from the city of Norwich, I mutt cbierve, 
that that city have followed the Turky 
company to their ruin. They petitioned 
againit Katt-India ftuffs, printed linens, 
and Calicoes, in order to encourage the 
wear of Turky burdets, tho’ the pretence 
was for encouraging their own woollen 
ftuffs. The city ot Worcetter likewife 
have followed the ‘Tarky company, till, 
from fifty matter manufacturers, they are 
now reduced to four or five. But that 
City are now fenfible of their error, and 
were the firlt who petitioned for fuch a 
bill as this: I mean, the firft whofe peti- 
tion was prefented ; for the city of Glou- 
ceiter were the firit that petitioned, tho’ 
the other was firit prefented, becaufe, it 
feems, the member forWorcetter had moft 
weight in the other houfe. It muft there- 
fore be admitted, that this bill is loudly 
and generally called for by the people 
without doors ; and I hope none of your 
Lordihips take it amifs, that people have 
not troubled you with petitions in favour 
of a billient up from the other houfe, 
which is very anufual, and is always, I 
think, improper. They have appeared 
before your Lordihips by their council. 
By them they have, I think, tully fhewn, 
that the bil. is an ufesul and a neceifary 
bil; and as I think it at leait the firit 
method we mutt take, if not the only me-

ences ; fometumes under form of law, and 
fometimes without any form of law, by 
foldiers who were authorifed todo fo; whe 
were at once judges, witnetles, jury, and 
executioners. 

As we deteit the principles of flivery ¢ 
as we abhor this flagitious rebellion, and 
the bafe methods by which it has been 
carried on; ‘o we do, in the warmet

"Te obterved, thar, the day before the re- 
bels returned from Brampton, the Mayor 
wrote to Lord Lonidale, Lord Lieatenane 
of the county, that he had done more than 
Edinburgh, and even all Scotiand.

ant fortrefs; which is what the rebels 
never got potleflion of in Edinburgh, nor 
inall Scotland.-—Some accounts fay, there 
Was not a gun fired agaimit the place. 

About 30 cart-load of baggage belong- 
ing to the highland army was left at Loc- 
kerby, for want of hories. ‘The party 
that guarded ir, either from an ecagernels 
to aflilt at the ficpe of Carlifle, or for fear 
of being overpowered by about 1000 coun- 
try-people, from about Dumfries, heaced 
by four Gentlemen of diltinétion, that 
were advancing to attack them, marched 
off for Carlifle, leaving the baggage; which 
was thereupon feized upon the rgth. Af- 
ter the furrender of Carliile, a party, ur- 
der the command of Lochicl, were order- 
ed back to Dumfries, to reclaim the bag- 
gage, or 20001. in its ftead, from that 
town. But, before they reached the place, 
they were recalled, to join the army.— 
We now return to the Gazetre. 

When the news of the rebels return 
from Brampton, in order to make an at- 
tempt upon Carlifle, reached M. Wade at 
Newcattle, where the army was incamped, 
his Excellency called a council of war, in 
which it was determined to march to the 
relict of that place, and to pive battle to 
the rebels. ‘The army accordingly moved 
on the 16th, by Ovirgham, and arrived at 
Hexham on the 17th at midnight. Here 
receiving acvice, as well of the turrender 
of Carlifle, as of the advance of the re- 
bels to Penrith; and finding the roads, 
thro’ the preat quantity of {now that had 
fallen, in a manner impaiiable, 1 was te- 
folved, in acouncil of war, to maich the 
army back immeciat ly to Newcaille ; 
where they accordingly arrived on the 
22d, and were lodged in the publick halls, 
glafs houtes, malt houfe:, and other empt 
buildengs. 
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About the 16th, the King ordered a bo- 
dy of troops, contifting of three regiments 
of horfe, two of dragoons, and fittcen of 
feot, to march forthwith towards Lanca- 
fire, under the command of Lt-Gen. Sir 
John Ligonier; and his Excellency fet out 
trom London on the 21it. ‘Two battali- 
ons of the foot-guards fet forward to join 
them on the 23d, and the Duke of Cum- 
berland was appointed to take upon him 
the command. <A third battalion of the 
foot- guards and Cobham's dragoons got 
orders to march about the 26th, in order 
haewite to join them; and his Royal 
Flighnefs fet out from St James’s that 
cay, to put himvelf on their head. 

Vhe rebels left a garrifon in the caille 
of Carlifle, of about 1co men. A {mall 
body of their horfe entered Penrith on the 
rSth, and the reft of the army on the 
three days following. Before the arrival 
of the rear, the van had marched by the 
Lancafhire road. About 120 of their 
borie came to Kendal on the 2rit ; as did, 
next day, the pretender’s fon with his 
houfhold, at the head of a regiment of 
foot. It wasfaid, that, by the beit rec- 
koutng that could be made at Emont and 
Fallowfield bridge, the whole of their 
army did not exceed 7000 men ; that the 
bocy of regular horfe was very inconfider- 
able; that there were not above 30 huf- 
dars, befides thofe that marched with the 
van-guard the day before to Kendal; thae 
their baggage -waggons, which were about 
twenty im number, were very flenderly 
guarded, fome of which were drawn by 
three, and others by two horfes; and that 
they talked of great numbers to join them 
from Scotland. The van of their army ar- 
rived at Lancailer on the z4th.

Gifputes and altercations between our peo- 
ple and their own, fhould refolve to ttrip 
us of all our privileges, how could we re- 
cover them? It is a country, my Lords, 
from whence we reap great advantages by 
trade, but from whence we could not reap, 
I believe, either glory or advantape by 
war. We could therefore redeem our 
privileges no other way but by a larger 
jum ot money than I fhall take upon me 
to name; and for this reafon we ought to 
endeavour to preferve them, by fendin 
none there that will interfere in butinels 
with the natives, nor any that will mif- 
behave, or attempt to make a wrong or 
immoderate ule of the privileges that have 
been procured them. 

If all forts of people were for a {mall 
fine to be made free of the company, can 
we imagine, that Englith taylors, thoe- 
makers, joyners, and the like, would not 
go over and fettle in all the Turkith cites 
where we have fa¢tories eflabliihed? And 
as they are more expert in their trade than 
the natives, would not they probably meet 
with great encouragement? Would not 
the natives of cach refpective calling en- 
vy them their fuccefs? would not they 
repine at feeing the bread taken out of 
their mouths by foreigners? ‘The cafe 
would be the fame with regard to thop- 
keepers; and might not this raife an un- 
governable fpirit among{t the populace 
againft our whole nation? As to fhop- 
keepers, my Lords, we have trom a late 
accident fome experience of what an unt- 
verfa] clamour they might ratie among the 
Turkith people. Within thefe lalt two 
or three years, fome of our fedctors, find- 
ing it difficult to difpofe of the length 
manufagtures configned to them, they be- 
gan to fell by retale, and to make thee 
warchoule a fort of fhop. ‘This was pre- 
fently taken notice of by the fhophecpe.s 
of Turky, and complaint made of it t@ 
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their magiftrates; who infilted, that, if 
this practice fhould be continued, they 
would fubject all the Englith warehoutes 
to the fame duties and regulations that 
fhops are hable toin that country ; which 
of courfe our Englith faétors to re- 
linquith that practice. 

So much, my Lords, with regard to 
tradefmen and fhopkeepers; and now with 
regard to brokers. I fhall grant, that a 
Jicenied broker is by the charter excluded 
from his freedom of the company ; and 
very jullly, becaufe, if there were any, 
they were very low fort of people, when 
the charter was firit granted: but the bu- 
fineis has now come into fome repute, and 
there is nothing in the charter or by-laws 
of che company, that can prevent a free- 
man from fetting up as a broker in Tur- 
ky, 1f the thing were practicable. There 
is nothing more ufual in the city of Lon- 
con, than for a man who has failed as a 
merchant, to fet upas a broker; and ma- 
ny have got greater eftates in the latter 
Capacity than they could have ever ex- 
pected in the former. In the Turky trade, 
merchants have failed, as well as in every 
other branch of commerce; and fome of 
them would certaialy have gone or return- 
ed to Turky, to fet up as brokers, if they 
could have expeted encouragement. But 
they knew the thing was impraéticable. 
‘Lhe Jews in that country have fo entirely 
ingroiled the bufinefs themielves, and 
have fuch a command over the retalers, 
that no faétor could expe to fell any 
goods, if he employed a Chriitian, or even 
a Mahometan broker. ‘They have not, 
"tis true, any exclufive charter for this mo- 
nopoly ; but, neverthelefs, they are very 
much favoured and protected in the en- 
Joyment of it by the Turkith laws and 
magiitrates, By cheir law, if a merchant 
or dealer takes a Jew broker into his fer- 
vice, as every one mult, he cannot lay him 
aiide and employ another, without allow- 
ing the broker jaid afide fome yearly per- 
hon, or arad pay, as they call it; and if 
the broker dies, the fon pretends a right 
to be employed as broker to all thofe 
merchants that employed his father. Then 
as to the Purkith magiitraces, they are too
